October's New Medals! 
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With a bit of crispness now accompanying the evenings, we are back with our next group 
of medals and tokens. This newsletter will be a bit briefer than usual, so let’s dive right 
into some of the highlights. Up first is something that really catches the eye... 


This late-18th century French jeton has a masonic connection, but the presence of the 
radiant all-seeing eye tends to make it a desirable analog for colonial collectors of the 
Nova Constellatio coppers of 1783. 


Meanwhile, the medals of Karl Goetz are certainly no stranger to our offerings, though 
what we usually present are his satirical works from the period of and slightly after World 
War |. Here, we have something that predates those works by a few years... 


This medal celebrates Paul Ehrlich, the Nobel Prize recipient and breakthrough 
researcher on the treatment of syphilis, on the occasion of his 56th birthday. His 
research, along with that of his fellow researcher, Sahachiro Hata, was vital in the 
concept of targeted treatment. 


It is now October, but Oktoberfest has been in full swing for a few weeks now, with it set 
to close tomorrow. Nevertheless, that still doesn’t mean that you can’t rise a pint (or a 
liter-filled stein) to this medal issued in 1942 in order to celebrate the 100th anniversary of 
the F. & M. Schaefer Brewing Company... 


This medal was designed by the great sculptor/medalist Rene Paul Chambellan, a 
master of Art Deco. 


Speaking of Art Deco, there’s this bronze plaque from Belgium that also has a bit of an 
architectural theme... 


Designed by Georges Verbanck, it celebrates the 50th anniversary of La Gazette de 
Charleroi, a French language daily newspaper published in Belgium. 


Since we’re on the topic of great engravers, there’s this silver medal from my personal 
favorite, Erik Lindberg... 
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Commemorating the 250th anniversary of the Riksbank (the central bank of Sweden), it 
perfectly captures Lindberg’s style that has always struck me as a combination of Art 
Nouveau and Art Deco. 


Lasty, we have four more van der Passe-style jetons that celebrate the monarchs of 
England. Among them is this alluring example, featuring the boy-king and only son of 
Henry VIII, Edward VI...
